Living Costs 


Hit All-Time 


Record High 


WASHINGTON (U P D -T h c gov­ 
ernm ent reported today that liv­ 
ing costs hit another all-tim e high 
in May. 
Food prices held steady after a 
five-month climb, but increases in 
other prices pushed the average 
to a new record. 
The consum er price index ad­ 
vanced one-tenth of one per cent 
to 123.6 per cent of the 1947-49 
average. It was the sm allest one- 
month rise since last Decem ber, 
the Labor D epartm ent said. 
The 
departm ent’s 
Bureau 
of 
Labor Statistics attributed the rise 
lo higher prices for gasoline and 
used cars, increased physicians’ 
fees, and a rise in prem ium s for 
group hospitalization plans in four 
cities. 


It was the 
19th tim e In 21 
months that the cost of living has 
set a record. The last tim e it 
dropped was in August, 1956. 
The report m eant that som e 
850.000 w orkers whose pay is tied 
by contract to the cost of living 
will get wage boosts. In steel,

750.000 workers will get 4 cents 
an hour more.

The Yardley Borough Council 
last night applied tor state and 
county aid tor two borough road 
construction jobs. 
At a special meeting of council, 
Frederick T. Bebbingtoii, Yard­ 
ley Borough Secretary, was au­ 
thorized to apply to the state and 
county for aid on the E ast Col­ 
lege and West College Aves., road 
projects. 
About $1,000 will be available 
from the state on the West Col­ 
lege Ave., project and a similar 
amount oil both streets from the 
county. 
Total S um B a sis 
Bebbington explained that the 
state grants aid on a total sum 
basis while the county authorizes 
aid on a p e r c e n t a g e basis. 
Til rough this method, the county 
aid will be used on both projects 
while the state aid only is utilized 
on the West College Ave. job, the 
secretary said. 
Bebbington said the state aid 
will come from the state gasoline 
tax fund. 
County aid will also be request­ 
ed for construction of storm sew­ 
ers on the East College Ave. sec­ 
tion of the road construction. 
Approximately one half of a 
mile of borough roads will be re­ 
built under this construction job. 
Curbs and a roadway 28 feet 
wide will be built. 
Bebbington said the state ap­ 
proval usually takes about three 
weeks before it comes through.
